The Right Hon. Lord Trent (Chairman of Directors) presided 
over a large attendance of shareholders. 

TRIBUTE TO THE LATE LORD TRENT 

Mr. H. B. Holthouse, the oldest director, paid a tribute to 
the memory of the late Lord Trent, and the meeting stood in 
silence for a minute. 

The Chairman then said :—Ladies and Gentlemen,—I should 
like to express publicly my appreciation of the kindness of my 
feliow-directors in so readily postponing this meeting from the 
date originally fixed until to-day, and hope that this has caused 
no great inconvenience to the shareholders. The facts concern- 
ing my father’s business life are so well known that any 
comment from me would be superfluous, but I think you would 
like to know that, although he had taken no part whatever in 
the management of the business since 1920, whenever his state 
of health permitted it he was keenly interested in hearing about 
the firm’s activities and development, even up to a few weeks 


ago. 
RETIREMENT OF MR. RATCLIFFE 


At the end of March our colleague Mr. Ratcliffe retired from 
the board. He had been with the firm 43 years and had worked 
from the position of cashier up to that of director in charge of 
merchandise. Though he was active and well, he felt that, 
having reached the age of 65, he should now make way for a 
younger man and devote his time and energy to some other form 
of public work. I am sure he has the best wishes of us all in 


his retirement. 
THE ACCOUNTS 

Turning now to the balance sheet, you will see that freehold 
properties are up £136,638, which is largely accounted for by the 
steady progress which has been made with our new manufac- 
turing laboratories at Beeston. Plant and fittings show an 
increase Of £47,517, which is £6,716 more than last year. 
Sundry debtors show an increase of £9,895. Stock in trade 
shows a decrease of £105,655, which, in view of the present 
trend in prices, is a very satisfactory feature. The amounts 
owing by subsidiary companies show an increase of £208,265. 

On the other side of the balance sheet you will see that 
creditors show a decrease of £43,122. We have transferred 
£30.000 to the general staff pension fund, which is £5,000 more 
than last year; £11,247 interest has been added to this fund, 
against £9,521 last year, and it now amounts to a total of 
£266,189. Last year we paid £13,800 to those members of our 
staff who had had to retire through sickness or advancing years. 

Turning to the profit and loss account, you will notice that 
the balance, after deducting various charges, is £722,264, which 
[ am sure you will agree is highly satisfactory in times like 
I need hardly say that these profits are the result of 
trading operations. After payment of all preference and pre- 
lerred share dividends, and after payment of four quarterly 
cividends of 6 per cent., less tax, on the ordinary shares, we 
have a balance from the year’s profits of £265,514, which 
together with the balance from last year amounts to £495,342. 
Your directors recommend the payment of a bonus of Is. per 
share, free of income tax, on the ordinary shares, absorbing 
(75,000, the same as last year, and a transfer to the reserve 
fund of £200,000, leaving £220,342 to be carried forward to next 


vear,

SATISFACTORY RESULTS 


The increase in the number of customers was nearly 7 million, 
and in spite of the drop in prices and the lower purchasing 
power of the public our turnover was much the largest the 
company has ever had. From these facts, together with the 
figures which I have just read to you, there is only one conclu- 
sion to be drawn, that is, in spite of all the difficulties, and they 
have been many, that the year’s results are satisfactory. In 
order to get these results every process in our organisation, 
whether in the laboratories, warehouses, or offices, is under 
constant revision with a view to efficiency and economy, and 
wnerever improved methods or machinery can be introduced we 
are doing so, Concurrently with this we are striving the whole 
‘ime to improve our service to our customers, and I am satisfied 





that we have never given better value to the public than we 
are giving to-day. 

Realising our responsibility to our millions of customers we 
have made it a matter of principle not only to afford the utmost 
possible service to the public in our branches, but also to carry 
out and support researches directed to the prevention and cure 
of diseases in every possible way. Our contract with important 
hespitals and with the leading representatives of medical and 
scientific research in this country has enabled us to improve and 
extend our range of special medical products. In a time of 
general trade depression, from which the chemical industry as a 
whole has not escaped, it is a matter of pride to record that the 
department manufacturing our fine and medicinal chemicals has 
had a record year, and that the demand for our brands of staple 
fine chemicals, such as aspirin and insulin, continues to increase 
rapidly. 


INTRODUCTION OF NEW PRODUCTS 


In accordance with our policy and duty to medical science in 
this country we have introduced new products of our own 
manufacture and have imported products to assist in the treat- 
ment of various diseases. For some three years past we have 
made and marketed a liver extract in powder form, prepared by 
the official process, for the treatment of pernicious anzmia. 
This is necessarily expensive owing to the method of manufac- 
ture, and acting upon representations made to us we now 
produce an extract of liver in fluid form, which costs less than 
the powder, and which has also been tested and found to be 
efficient clinically. 

It is our policy to provide for our customers not only the best 
medicines obtainable in the British Isles but also to investigate 
the value of medicinal discoveries introduced in other countries. 
Published information showed us that the concentrated serum 
for the treatment of pneumonia, introduced by Felton, was 
saving many lives. After investigation we arranged to place our 
distributing facilities at the disposal of the Lederle Company, 
who are one of the manufacturers of this special serum, for 
supplying this valuable remedy throughout the country, and it 
has now been arranged that we shall be the distributors in 
Great Britain for all Lederle products. 


RESEARCH WORK 


During the year our research department has been keeping 
abreast of the trend of modern scientific opinion, particularly on 
the medical side. A prominent feature in recent medical litera- 
ture, both in this country and elsewhere, has been the question 
of antiseptics, especially for use in midwifery, and of methods 
of evaluating them in the laboratory. Our _ bacteriological 
department has consequently made many tests upon the new and 
previously known antiseptics by a number of different methods, 
and in this way accumulated a sound basis of knowledge on 
which to build in future. 


NEW BRANCHES OPENED 


[n spite of world-wide depression I am pleased to say that our 
export trade has grown very satisfactorily during the past year. 
Our retail companies have opened 33 new branches during the 
year, and the total number on March 31 last was 911. 

We have also rebuilt our shop at Coventry and reconstructed 
our premises at Grainger Street, Newcastle, where we have 
instituted a 24-hour service. This has been greatly appreciated 
both by the doctors and by the general public. During the past 
twelve months we have kept the whole of our 17,000 employees 
on full time and a large number of men have been working on 
our extension at Beeston, and, in addition, we have spent over 
£200,000 on structural work to improve our various properties, 
and thus contribute in a small way to prevent unemployment 
from becoming worse than it is. While the outlook for business 
in general is uncertain, we have satisfactory reserves, sufficient 
liquid assets for our requirements, stock in a healthy condition, 
and last, but most important of all, a loyal, hardworking staff, 
who can be relied on to do their utmost for the success of the 
company. 

I now move that the accounts be accepted and that the appro- 
priations out of the profits, as printed in the directors’ report, 
be hereby approved. 

Mr. J. E. Greenwood, M.A., LL.B., A.C.A., seconded the 
adoption of the report, which was carried unanimously. 

A cordial vote of thanks to the chairman and directors con- 
cluded the proceedings.

THE RATING OF FLATS 


MR. J. H. PODMORE 
ON TAXATION ANOMALIES 


The ordinary annual general meeting of the shareholders of 
Consolidated London Properties, Limited, was held, on June 30, 
at Bush Lane House, Bush Lane, Cannon Street, London, E.C. 


Mr. J. H. Podmore (chairman and managing director), presid- 
ing, said: Ladies and gentlemen,—If you compare the figures 
with those of last year, shown in the margin, you will see the 
changes. Rates and taxes will be further increased next year 
as a result of the new quinquennial and Schedule A valuations. 
Gross rentals are maintained, which is evidence of our policy to 
charge fair rents, so that when times are bad we are not con- 
fronted with excessive rents. The net income from investments 
is reduced by the increase of 6d. in income tax. Deposit interest 
follows the Bank rate, and there is less available cash owing to 
the fact that we pay the dividend on the new preference shares 
earlier than the ordinary dividend. The net result is that after 
placing the same sums to reserve as last year the balance is 
£39,174, an increase of £200. The balance sheet shows that we 
have done away with the contingency reserve, and by adding 
that and something from revenue and credit balances we increase 
the second reserve fund to £225,000. 


The debenture issue was £360,000—it is reduced to £214,600, 
and investments show we have purchased a further £48,579 
ready for cancellation. ‘The reserve fund of £40,000 was a 
special requirement of the trust deed as additional security for 
the debentures. The two reserve funds now total to £265,000. 

From the report you will see we propose a final dividend of 
45 per cent., which, with the 34 per cent. paid as interim, against 
the 3 per cent. paid last year, makes a total of 8 per cent., as 
against 74 per cent., and the cash carried forward is reduced 
by £426. 

The income from our investments covers 4 per cent. of the 
total distribution to the ordinary shareholders. In 1926 this 
revenue was £6,627, or £8,320 gross; this year it is £13,568, 
or some £17,500 gross. To what extent this increase will have 
fulfilled the hopes expressed in 1926 the revenue account of 1932 
will disclose. What I am sure of is that the increased liabilities, 
together with the effect of trade depression and increasing 
empties, will result in a reduced profit making a substantial 
encroachment on the sum which is available this year- for 
reserve funds. | 


THE LAND TAX PROPOSALS 


To what extent the proposed new land tax will affect us I do 
not know. It is not clear if the charge is to be ignored as an out- 
going. Will the lessor receive his rent less tax and get no 
refund for his payment of land tax? If so the tax is not 
ls. 8d. but 2s. O$d. in the £. Will the building owner get no 
allowance for what he pays? If not he will be assessed both 
for rates and taxes on a sum in excess of his income. I antici- 
pate both trouble and expenses in the settlement of these 
valuations. 


We are still fighting the Schedule A valuations on flat pro- 
perties, and our appeal to the House of Lords will probably be 
settled after the vacation.

The ‘‘ Observer’’ on June 7 reported an interview with a 
distinguished Viennese architect, who, it was said, was being 
consulted by the Government on the English slum problem. He 
said : ‘‘ You have made great headway in London, but there is 
much to do elsewhere. I[ am convinced that the only way to 
solve the slum problem is by using the flat. It seems to me a 
great pity that the English architect is so opposed to the building 
of flats. Indeed, there seems a general prejudice in England 
against them. I confess this rather surprises me, since the 
English are a people of common sense. [ find your failure 
dificult to understand.’’ Our critic would be even more sur- 
prised if he knew the history of flats in London, and the diffi- 
culties those wishing to build them have to contend with. 
Twenty-two years ago flat properties were spoken of as a drug 
on the market impossible to sell, a wonder that the building of 
flats went on. The difficulties arose from improper valuations 
based on old rules, which, applied to this new class of building, 
destroyed their economic position. We discovered that the 
Metropolis Act of 1869, thanks to the forethought of those 
responsible for it, had a clause which made special provision to 
protect flats, and we fought and won an action, and flats in 
London have since prospered. 


PROTECTION OF THE METROPOLIS ACT 


The protection, however, being confined by the Act to the 
Metropolis, did not protect those outside. Now we have the 
Government consulting an expert who calls attention to the

improvement in London and the failure outside. What would 
common sense suggest? Surely to amend any law which affects 
the economic position, and foster and encourage private enter- 
prise in a new class of building of vital importance to the comfort 
and well-being of the community generally. What is done? 
Without in any way disputing what is necessary on economic 
principles, they say : Why should London have advantages those 
outside do not possess? We must remove the protection given 
under the Metropolis Act. To support their claim for equality 
of assessment another argument is put forward. Why should 
flats have preferential allowances over houses? ‘The flat owner 
replies : Because to create flats I have to provide and maintain 
a common access in the nature of a street, which in the case 
of a house is provided and maintained by the local authorities. 
The Ministry responsible for rating laws replies: I agree the 
liability, but it is an expenditure external to and forming no 
part of the flat and therefcre an outgoing which by law should 
be deducted; we decline therefore to make any special pro- 
vision for it; you must fight the claim, and we think you will 
win. Then the claim goes to the taxing department, and that 
body replies: Our valuations are governed by our rules, and 
under those we cannot accept these expenses as outgoings for 
valuation ; further, we must treat these flats as one building. The 
owner replies : You deduct £10 for maintenance of a £40 house ; 
my building contains 20 houses, assessed as one, you allow £135 
as against the £200 allowed for houses; this is not equality, our 
expenses are more, and you allow less. 


THE BURDENS ON FLAT OWNERS 


The Viennese expert says we fail in the conveniences we pro- 
vide in flats. He does not know that the more we provide the 
greater our loss under these old laws. For example, the London 
County Council calls upon us to spend money in alterations to 
doors, windows, and corridors as a protection against fire, to 
erect external fire escapes and thereafter to maintain them, out- 
goings which financially are greater because the money has to 
be found from income which has paid tax, that is to say, every 
£1,000 spent in this way absorbs a revenue of £1,290, and then 
we are told no allowance can be made for such items, they must 
come under the schedule allowances provided by the rules for 
houses, and so the game of obstruction goes on and the urgent 
needs of the community strangled by out-of-date laws. 

I should mention that by arrangements with the Stock 
Exchange the company’s securities are now quoted under the 
heading of ‘‘ Financial Trusts, Land and Property,’’ instead of 
‘* Commercial, etc,’’ as heretofore. 


The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

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THE NETHERLANDS 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS DURING 1930 


The retrogression in prosperity indicated in the open- 
ing sentence of the previous *Report continued in the 
Netherlands throughout 1930 in common with the rest 
of the world, writes the Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
Legation at the Hague. Local causes had little or 
nothing to do with this state of affairs, and it might 
even be argued that the inherent steadiness of Dutch 
economic life to some extent alleviated the bad effects 
of the world’s crisis. 


Public finance does not as yet indicate any cause 
for grave anxiety, though prospects for 1931 are not 
so favourable, as all fiscal revenue (capital, income and 
real estate taxes) must decrease, in view of the reduc- 
tion in capital value and in returns in all branches of 
Dutch investments, whether in the Netherlands or in 
the overseas possessions. Whatever the prospects, 
however, previous years have allowed for the formation 
of reserves and surpluses, and the drop in prices must 
to some extent also reduce expenditure. Moreover, 
during these last years taxation has been considerably 
reduced. Municipal finance next year will benefit by 
the readjustment of rates, owing to the introduction 
ot an Act to equalise these as much as possible all over 
the country. The keynote of private finance has been 
the unprecedented drop on the Stock Exchange, the 
loss in aggregate value during the year of securities 
quoted being estimated at over 3,000 million florins. 


The agricultural position was severely affected by 
the world’s prices, but whereas arable farming alone is 
only carried on in isolated cases, the mixed farms still 
had other branches of work which benefited by the drop 
in grain prices. As regards fisheries, the advent of the 
motor-driven fishing vessel has placed herring fishing 
on a better paying basis. The total catch of herrings 
was smaller notwithstanding the greater fishing 
capacity of the fleet owing to mechanisation. Fishing 
was commenced far too early and the large catches of 
immature fish depressed the price at the opening of 
the season. ‘The depression in fish prices was also 
felt in the Zuyder Zee districts, and prices of oysters 
and shellfish were reduced by 50 per cent. 


Trade was depressed throughout the year, prices of 
all commodities dropping continually. An analysis has 
been prepared of import prices of different articles, from 
which it would appear that Great Britain in most cases 
still supplies better qualities at higher prices (see 
Appendix III to the Report). A greater share of the 
trade is only possible if we produce goods nearer the 
average price of all such goods imported into the 
Netherlands. The volume of trade as expressed in 
weight has not undergone such marked change, and 
has even increased, especially as regards imports. 


INDUSTRY AND SHIPPING 


The output of coal mines constituted another record, 
and prices are said to have been sufficient to pay 
expenses and a return on the capital invested, the out- 
put per man having been increased further and 
efficiency extended as far as possible. Long-distance 
gas delivery schemes have matured and a nitrogen 


plant started which has not, however, quite got over 


the initial difficulties and is meeting a surfeited market 
for its produce. 


Industrial conditions have been not only affected bv 
reduced demand and the drop in prices, but also by 
trade barriers being raised all round. The home and

colonial market is in many cases not sufficiently exten- 
sive to take the whole output, and the surplus must be 
exported elsewhere. 


Shipping conditions have been ruled by the world’s 
freight market, regarding which the facts are well 
known. In a previous year the Netherland East Indies 
lines were noted as exceptions, but bad prices for 
plantation produce are now also affecting these com- 
panies. Passenger traffic has also suffered, and the 
small demand has reduced offers of outward cargo. 
Railway returns show a decrease in receipts, but it 
would not appear as if a loss is anticipated, as a bonus, 
although a reduced one, has been promised to the 
employees. Exporters are endeavouring to get a reduc- 
tion in the rates, which are said to be higher than in 
neighbouring countries. Inland river and canal trans- 
port and Rhine freights have left no margin, and hard- 
ship has been suffered by the small barge owner. 


The reclamation of the Zuyder Zee has been con- 
tinued with unabated energy, though it is becoming 
more and more apparent that the completed scheme 
will show a financial loss. Road improvement has con- 
tinued and fixed bridges across the main rivers are 
being projected and should be completed in the next 
lew years. 


Conditions in the Netherland East Indies have been 
severely affected by the world crisis. The prices of 
plantation produce—in order of importance: sugar, 
rubber, tobacco, tea, coffee, and vegetable oil—have 
nearly all reached a level at which even the most 
efficient producer must suffer a loss. Similarly, mineral 
products, such as crude petroleum and tin, have not 
shown the same profits as before. The result has been 
a considerable reduction in the value of exports, a loss 
of revenue, smaller buying power of the white and 
native population, a drop in prices of imported goods, 
and a consequent delay in renewing stocks. Public 
finance has suffered and will suffer seriously, and 
retrenchment will be necessary, while some revenue 
items must be increased to make up for losses else- 
where; for instance, a surcharge has been introduced 
on Customs duties. 





Reviewing the situation as a whole, it appears as if 
conditions are not so serious as in the post-war crisis. 
There is certainly no panic, and the steady prosperity 
of the last few years has withheld the public from any 
such tendency. In the previous crisis the excitement 
engendered by war conditions had not worn off; 
business had been expanded recklessly and the fall of 
mushroom concerns was inevitable. As there has been 
no opportunity since for the latter to spring up, 
business life in the whole country is far healthier and 
able to withstand the shock. There is evidence that 
the lowest level was reached soon after the turn of the 


vear.

TRADE CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Though the value of Dutch trade has diminished, 
the volume did not decrease last year, on which the 
Netherlands may be congratulated, as in other countries 
it would appear as if the extent as well as value of trade 
has been curtailed. Traffic in Dutch ports declined, and 
the quantities handled were reduced by 30 per cent., 
but this reduction was for account of transit trade and 
no great reduction in the turnover of the country’s own 
commerce has to be reported. 


The Presidents of the two most important Chambers 
of Commerce were pessimistic at the beginning of the 
New Year in their views of the future. Over-production, 
under-consumption, political unrest, trade barriers and 
distrust, and, last but not least, international debts, 
were given as the chief causes for the present crisis. 
A reduction of output was advised until stocks had been 
exhausted and a renewal of public demand became 
apparent, but it is clear that, until retail prices have 
been reduced to a level nearer those of wholesale prices, 
no such demand can spring up.

The Dutch market, without any restriction on trade 
but that of a fiscal nature, is probably one where the 
rise and fall of prices is felt first, more especially as in 
its colonies it produces a considerable share of the 
world’s necessities and at home it is nearly exclusively 
dependent on raw material from abroad for such of its 
industries as are not agricultural in origin. 


Though Dutch commerce appears to have withstood 
the storm well up to the present, it is feared that in the 
future difficulties will be far greater, not on account of 
natural causes, but owing to artificial impediments. 
Complaint has been made of the inactivity of the 
Netherlands Government in not having taken steps to 
relieve the trading community, but it is forgotten that, 
although the introduction of expensive social measures 
has added to the burden considerably, taxation has been 
reduced and is to be more evenly distributed. 


IMPORTS AND EXportTs 


A statement of the value of Dutch imports and 
exports provided in the Report shows that the un- 
favourable balance for 1980 was nearly as great as in 
1928, but that the aggregates of value of imports and 
exports were much lower. On the other hand, the 
volume by weight increased to some extent, from which 
it may be argued that the turnover did not suffer so 
much as the profits. For 1929 the figures were :— 
Imports, 30,988,918 tons, and exports, 16,301,164 tons, 
while for 1930 they were 31,384,374 tons and 16,605,792 
tons respectively. 


A classification of the trade figures shows that im- 
ported manufactured goods did not lose in value to the 
same extent as those exported. In the case of manu- 
factured foodstuffs instead of a surplus in weight of 
imports there was a balance in favour of exports. The 
influence of the drop in grain prices was marked, as 
the quantity of imported vegetable produce increased 
but the value greatly decreased. The same may be said 
of imports of mineral origin and other groups. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE 


Great Britain, Germany and Belgium slightly 
increased their percentage of the imports, but aggre- 
gate values all dropped. As far as exports are con- 
cerned, Great Britain has become Holland’s best 
customer, and Germany and the United States have 
purchased less. The excess in value of exports to, over 
imports from, Great Britain increased from 150 million 
fl. in 1929 to 156 million fl., and the decrease in the 
aggregate was greater for imports than exports, viz., 
by 10 per cent. and 6 per cent. respectively. 


Though the influence of adverse tariffs cannot be 
entirely ignored in this connection, the fact that France 
with a notoriously high tariff is the only country which 
has purchased more in the aggregate than in any of 
the previous years shows that it must not be over- 
estimated. Imports rose in respect to wheat flour, 
chemicals and fertilisers. Exports of coal, fresh meat, 
vegetables and vegetable oils were larger. 


A disquieting feature of the trade with Germany is 
the steady increase of the adverse trade balance (262 
million fi., 386 million fl. and 402 million fl. between 
1928 and 1930). Imports from Germany of iron and steel 
and manufactures thereof increased, also of chemicals 
and minerals, but those of piece-goods and machinery 
decreased. Exports to Germany of agricultural produce 
decreased owing to barriers being raised, and though 
an increase of coal exports was noted, this could not 
make up for the loss. 


The trade with Belgium is on a more equal footing, 
as the balance of imports over exports has been reduced 
from 128 million fl. in 1928 to 79 million fl. in 1929 and 
67 million fl. in 1980. The reduction is greater for 
imports than for exports, the former consisting chiefly 
of raw and semi-finished material, which shows that 
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the unsatisfactory economic position is influencing 
Dutch industries. 

Total trade with the United States decreased as well 
as the surplus of imports over exports; but, as has 
been explained on a previous occasion, the Netherlands 
statistics are not a good basis for reviewing the trade 
between the two countries as certain valuable Dutch 
exports are not taken into account. American imports 
of animal fats, maize, barley, fodder, cotton, petroleum 
and tobacco decreased, but those of wheat and flour 
increased. 

Netherland East Indian trade was entirely under the 
influence of the drop in value of produce from the 
colony and a consequent loss of buying power. Exports 
of piece-goods, iron and steel manufactures, machinery, 
puints and manufactured tobacco all decreased 
considerably. 


BritTIsH PRICES 


Tables have again been prepared showing certain 
groups of merchandise imported from, or exported to, 
Great Britain, with comparisons of the figures of the 
most important competitive countries. (See Appen- 
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dices I and II to the Report.) The aggregate value of 
imports from Great Britain so compared amounts to 
221,372,000 fl., or 974 per cent. of the total imports, 
and of exports to 367,516,000 fl., or nearly 96 per cent. 
of the total. Another calculation (Appendix III) has 
been made for the purpose of comparing British prices 
with those of competitors. In general the British 
average is higher than the general average of that of 
most competitors, and admittedly this often is on 
account of quality. British imports have certain other 
handicaps, such as the higher cost of carriage, insur- 
ance and other charges not only before shipment but 
also before reaching distributors’ hands. Competing 
countries make a policy of granting railway and other 
facilities for export goods. Many British steamship 
lines to this country still rely on foreign agents, whereas 
Dutch lines have in many cases their own offices at 
either end. A closer examination of intermediaries’ 
profits might result in the reduction of the cost of 
transport, as high charges by agents for goods sold c.i.f. 
may be hampering business. These charges should be 
more often investigated by exporters in their own 
interests. 


UNITED KINGDOM 
MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN MAY 





Foreign Trade.—Expressed in terms of the net 
tonnage of the vessels, the arrivals with cargo during 
May, 1931, at ports of the United Kingdom aggregated 
6,350,000 tons, a decrease of 768,000 tons, or 10-8 per 
cent., as compared with the corresponding total for 
May, 1930. Declines were recorded in the arrivals 
with cargo from the majority of the trading areas 
shown in the published returns, the more conspicuous 
being ‘‘ North America-Atlantic Coast,’’ ‘* Northern 
Europe (Foreign),’’ and ‘* Europe (Atlantic) and 
Western Mediterranean Countries,’’ while the only in- 
crease of importance was in respect of ‘* South 
America-Atlantic Coast,’’ mainly due to unusually 
large shipments of maize from the Argentine Republic. 
With regard to the principal nationalities concerned, 
the British arrivals with cargo decreased by 473,000 
tons, or 10-0 per cent., the Norwegian by 33,000 tons, 
or 10-2 per cent., and the United States arrivals 
decreased by 96,000 tons, or 23-5 per cent. An in- 
crease of 35,000 tons, or 17-9 per cent., was recorded 
in the case of French vessels. About 67 per cent. of 
the tonnage of the arrivals with cargo was British, 
both in May, 1931, and in May, 1930. 

The arrivals in ballast during the month amounted 
to 3,818,000 tons, a decrease of 558,000 tons, or 
12-8 per cent., as compared with May of the previous 
year. Most of this decrease was accounted for by a 
reduction of 405,000 tons, or 14:8 per cent., in the 
British arrivals, while there was a large proportionate 
decrease in respect of Norwegian vessels, 81,000 tons, 
or 440 per cent. An increase of 23,000 tons, or 
36 per cent., was recorded in respect of German 
vessels. Of the net tonnage of the total arrivals in 
ballast, 61 per cent. was British, compared with 62 per 
cent. a year ago. About 35 per cent. of the British 
tonnage that arrived in May, 1931, was in ballast, as 
compared with nearly 37 per cent. in May, 1930. 

The departures with cargo during May aggregated 
2,956,000 tons, a decrease of 1,134,000 tons, or 
16-0 per cent., as compared with May, 1930. A reduc- 
tion of approximately 29 per cent. was recorded in the 
tonnage that departed for ‘‘ Central and Eastern 
Mediterranean Countries ’’ and for ‘‘ Australasia,’’ and 
of 21 per cent. in the departures for ‘‘ East Africa, 
Persian Gulf, India.’’ Declines, smaller in proportion 


but larger in actual tonnage, were also recorded in 
respect of ‘* Northern Europe (Foreign),’’ ‘‘ Europe 
(Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries,’’ and 
the Atlantic Coast of North America. 

Large decreases in the departures with cargo were 
recorded in respect of British vessels (872,000 tons, or 





17-1 per cent.) and Norwegian vessels (62,000 tons, or 
32-3 per cent.). The only increase among the principal 
nationalities was that of 66,000 tons, or 26-0 per cent., 
in the case of French vessels. Of the departures with 
cargo about 71 per cent. was British, both in May, 
1931, and in May, 1930. 

The departures in ballast during the month amounted 
to 4,317,000 tons, a decrease of 512,000 tons, or 
10-6 per cent., as compared with May of the previous 
year. The British tonnage decreased by 299,000 tons, 
cr 10-7 per cent., the Dutch by 45,000 tons, or 15-5 per 
cent., the French by 63,000 tons, or 28-3 per cent., and 
the United States tonnage by 27,000 tons, or 11-0 per 
cent. The only increase recorded among the principal 
nationalities was that of 39,000 tons, or 7-9 per cent., 
in the case of German vessels. About 58 per cent. of 
the total departures in ballast was British, both in 
May, 1931, and in May, 1930. Of the total of the 
British tonnage that departed in May, 1931, 37 per 
cent. was in ballast, as compared with 35 per cent. a 
vear earlier. 

Movement at Chief Ports.—The principal tonnage 
and percentage increases and decreases at the chief

From the above figures, it appears that in May as 
compared with April there was an appreciable improve- 
ment in the movement of shipping, the improvement 
being shown not only in respect of vessels with cargo 
and vessels in ballast, but in the figures for the coasting 
as well as the foreign trade. This improvement, which 
may in part be seasonal, has now been in progress for 
some months, and, as will be seen from the following 
table, the May figures for arrivals with cargo in the 
foreign trade were higher than for any month since 
December, 1930; while for departures with cargo in 
the foreign trade the average daily movement in May 
was greater than that in any of the preceding five 
months.

MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT, 1926 


REFERENCE TO STANDING COMMITTEE: 
TOYS: REQUISITES FOR SPORTS AND GAMES: 
GYMNASTIC AND ATHLETIC REQUISITES, ETC. 

In accordance with the provisions of Section 2, sub- 
section (4), of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, the 
Board of Trade give notice that, in pursuance of an 
amended application received by them for the making 
of an Order-in-Council to require imported goods of 
certain classes and descriptions to bear an imdication 
of origin, they have made a reference to the Standing 
Committee appointed by them under the Act in respect 
of the following classes and descriptions of imported 
soods :— 

(1) Toys; 

(2) Requisites (except clothing and footwear) for indoor 
or outdoor sports and games, including table and 
parlour games, but not including yachting, row- 
ing and sculling, swimming, ice-skating, hunting, 
fishing, shooting, horse and dog racing, motor- 
boating, motoring, motor-cycling and cycling, 
gliding and aeroplaning ; 

(3) Gymnastic and athletic requisites ; 

(4) (1) Frames for racquets (tennis, badminton and 

other) ; 
(ii) Heads for golf clubs; 
(iii) Leather cases for footballs, punch balls, water- 
polo balls, net balls and medicine balls; 
(iv) Wood blades for ‘‘ ski.’’ 
The reference previously made to the Committee in 
respect of imported toys and games (other than sports 
requisites) published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 1, 1930 
(see page 583), is annulled. 

Attention is called to the fact that, while under the 
provisions of the above Act the Committee must in 
every case referred to them consider whether the goods 
should bear an indication of origin at the time of sale 
or exposure for sale, they may also at their discretion 
consider and report upon the question whether such 
goods should bear an indication of origin at the time of 
importation. 

Representatives of any interests substantially 
affected by the application referred to above who desire 
to be heard in opposition at the Public Enquiry, which 
will be held later by the Committee, are requested to 
communicate with the Secretary, Mr. Ii. W. Reardon, 
at the Board of Trade Offices, Great George Street, 
London, 8.W. 1, as early as possible, and in any case 
not later than July 31, 1931. 


NEW ORDERS-IN-COUNCIL 

Four new Orders-in-Council were made on June 29, 
1931, under Section 2 of the Merchandise Marks Act,

The Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 8 
Order, 1931, which requires imported frozen or chilled 
salmon or sea trout to bear an indication of origin on 
sale or exposure for sale wholesale and on exposure 
for sale by retail. This Order will come into force on 
December 29, 1931. The text of this Order was pub- 
lished in draft form in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 5, 
1931 (see pages 329-330). 

The Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 9 
Order, 1931, which requires imported air or gas com- 
pressors or exhausters and pneumatic tools or appli- 
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ances to bear an indication of origin on sale or 
exposure for sale in the United Kingdom. This Order 
will come into force on September 29, 1931. The text 
of this Order was published in draft form in the 
‘“ B.T.J.”’ of March 26, 1931 (pages 429-430). 

The Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 10 
Order, 1931, which requires electricity meters to bear 
an indication of origin on importation and on gale or 
exposure for sale in the United Kingdom, and the 
fellowing parts of such meters, namely, the case, the 
rotor, the shunt system and the series system, to bear 
an indication of origin on sale or exposure for sale in 
the United Kingdom. This Order will come into force 
on September 29, 1931. The text of this Order was 
published in draft form in the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 9, 
1931 (pages 476-477). 

The Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 11 
Order, 1931, which requires imported crepe bandages 
ot binders to bear an indication of origin on sale or 
exposure for sale in the United Kingdom. This Order 
will come into force on September 29, 1931. The text 
of this Order was published in draft form in the 
“ B.T.J.’’ of April 23, 1931 (page 550). 


AMENDMENT ORDER.—TOOLS 


An amending Order under the Merchandise Marks 
Act, 1926, entitled the Merchandise Marks (Imported 
Goods) No. 5 Order, 1929, Amendment Order, 1931, 
was made on June 29, 1931. The Order, inter alia, 
allows goods of the following descriptions which were 
imported before December 17, 1929, and are sold or 
exposed for sale before December 31, 1934, to bear an 
indication of origin applied to each article by means 
of a label securely affixed or attached thereto :— 

Carbon and high-speed drills; Files; Pruning 
shears; Hack-saw blades; Measuring tapes of 
steel; Verniers, micrometers and _ thickness 
gauges; Broaches and reamers; Hand-screwing 
taps and dies; Thread gauges.

The Standing Committee appointed by the Board of 
Trade will hold an Enquiry at 11.30 a.m. on Monday, 
July 20, and at 10.30 a.m. on Tuesday, July 21, as to 
whether the following classes or descriptions of im- 
ported goods should be required to bear an indication 
of origin :—

(2) Overshoes (including goloshes and snowboots) with 
or without heels, made of rubber or rubber in 
combination with textile materials; 

(3) Rubber-soled footwear with uppers made wholly or 
mainly of textile materials (including paper) 
where the soles are not stitched to the uppers; 

(4) Footholds made wholly or mainly of rubber.

EFFECT OF BUILDING MATERIALS ON 
PAINT FILMS 


The failure of paint films on certain building materials 
has been shown by the investigations of the Building 
Research Station of the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research to be due, in many cases, not to 
any defect in the paint itself, but to the nature or 
condition of the material to which it is applied. 

A *Bulletin issued by the Department sets forth 
briefly, for the convenience of architects, builders and 
decorators, the inherent causes of such failures, and 
indicates the precautions to be taken to avoid defects 
such as blistering, peeling, flaking, softening or sticki- 
ness, and bleaching or discoloration. 

A detailed Report of the investigation and of the 
results obtained is being prepared and will be published 
in due course. 


DANISH PRICE AGREEMENTS LAW 


The Department of Overseas Trade has received a 
translation of an Act (No. 139, April 28, 1931), relating 
to price agreements, to come into force on January 1, 
1932, and to remain in force until December 31, 1936. 

The Act provides that a committee shall be set up to 
consider whether price agreements made by trusts or 
similar amalgamations of a monopolistic character have 
brought about or are intended to fix obviously unreason- 
able prices for goods of general consumption, or seek to 
maintain such prices by improper measures. The 
Committee must act on receiving a written and 
reasoned request for examination of any such agree- 
ment. 

If the Committee finds that a price agreement is of 
the nature described, it must lay the matter before the 
Courts, who, if they confirm the finding of the Com- 
mittee, will declare the price agreement invalid and 
non-binding, and may impose fines.

COURT OF ARBITRATION IN YUGOSLAVIA 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bel- 
grade has forwarded a memorandum regarding the 
Permanent Court of Arbitration of the Chamber of 
Commerce at Belgrade. The Court’s judgments have 
equal authority with those of the regular Courts of 
Justice and come into force immediately. 

A copy of the memorandum can be obtained, on ap- 
plication to the Department of Overseas Trade, by 
British firms who may contemplate making use of the 
Court’s services. 


ISTANBUL POSTAL DISTRICTS 


The British Commercial Secretary at Istanbul 
reports that the Turkish Administration of Posts, Tele- 
craphs and Telephones has issued a notice to the effect 
that the City of Istanbul has been divided into three 
postal districts as follows :— 

Istanbul (Stamboul district), 
Galata, 
Pangalti (includes Pera and suburbs beyond). 

All letters addressed to firms in Istanbul under their 
post office box number should, therefore, specify the 
postal district either in full or by the initial I, G. or P. 

The absence of this indication is liable to give rise 
to delay in the delivery of letters.

BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER CONDITIONS AND CROP OUTLOOK 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, Cal- 
cutta, reports as follows on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL 

Calcutta, June 28.—Rainfall has been nearly general in 
Konkan on six days; in Malabar and Assam on five; in 
Bengal, Hyderabad, East Central India and the Madras 
Deccan on two; and in the West Central Provinces, South 
Hyderabad, Orissa, Burma, Chota Nagpur, on the Coro- 
mandel Coast, in Lower Burma, Berar and on the North 
Madras Coast on one day. 

The Monsoon has been active and vigorous in Upper 
Burma and Assam on four days; normal and strong in East 
Central India on three days; normal and active in Bengal; 
strong in Orissa; normal in the Deccan, the Central Pro- 
vinces, Hyderabad, the East United Provinces, and on the 
West Coast of the Peninsula; normal in Lower Burma; and 
active in Malabar and the Peninsula on one day. 


Crops 


Madras, June 20.—Rainfall has been very heavy on the 
West Coast and moderate in parts of the Circars. The 
condition of standing crops is fair to good. 

Bihar and Orissa, June 22.—There has been heavy rain in 
Cuttack, Ranchi, parts of Santhal Perganas and Balasore 
and light to moderate rain in the rest of the provinces; 
more is needed in Monghyr, Bhagalpur and Saran. Gene- 
rally speaking, standing crops, including sugar cane, are 
in good condition, but they are dying in Saran because of 
drought. Rain has been beneficial to bhadai crops, paddy 
and jute in Purnea. In the Feudatory States of Orissa and 
Chota Nagpur the weather has been seasonable, and sugar 
cane is doing well. 

Punjab, June 22.—Light rain has fallen throughout ex- 
cept in Jullundur, Ludhiana, Amritsar, Mianwali, Multan 
and Muzzaffargarh. The condition of standing crops is 
average to good. 

Bombay, June 27.—Rainfall has been fairly good and 
general in South Konkan and fair and patchy in places in 
the South Deccan. More rain is needed in Konkan for rice 
transplantation. In Sind there has been no rain; the river 
is rising, but inundation is still inadequate. 

Central Provinces, June 22.—Light to heavy showers have 
fallen. Sowings of rice continue, and those of cotton have 
commenced in Nagpur, Amraoti and Buldana. Water is 
scarce in parts. 

Bengal, June 24.—Light to moderate rain has been 
general, Standing crops are in fair condition. 

United Provinces, June 20.—Rainfall has been light to 
moderate except in Muzaffarnagore and Sultanpur. Stand- 
ing crops are doing well and the prospects are favourable. 

Assam, June 29.—The weather has been seasonable. Crop 
outturns and prospects are fair.

ONTARIO CORPORATION TAX ACT 


The Department of Overseas Trade has received from 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Toronto a copy of the Corpora- 
tion Tax Act which was passed during the last session of the 
Legislature of Ontario. 

This Act provides that every incorporated company (with 
certain exceptions) transacting business in Ontario is to 
pay a tax of one-tenth of 1 per cent. per annum upon the 
paid-up capital thereof, including its reserve, although some 
reduction may be permitted in the case of incorporated 
companies having their head offices outside the province and 
doing business therein. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner understands that the phrase 
‘transacting business in Ontario ’”’ is held to mean the 
maintenance of a bank account and/or the renting of 
premises in the provinces. 


CYPRUS 
CROP REPORT FOR JUNE 

Unexpected rains during the first two weeks of the month 
threatened the standing wheat crop, but the danger has 
passed without causing much damage. MHarvesting is now 
in full progress. Barley harvesting is completed, but 
threshing is delayed on account of the rains. Production is 
considerably below the average, but prices have improved. 
The harvesting of oats is in progress, although production 
is limited. The new potatoes crop is now on the market and 
shipments are being made. A good crop is estimated. Prices, 
although satisfactory, show a downward tendency. Cotton 
planting is over, but germination on the whole has not been 
very satisfactory. The area planted is considerably less than 
that of last year. 

The carobs crop is now considered of good average, while 
the new orange crop is setting satisfactorily. The harvest- 
ing of cumin is completed with production good. There is 
every prospect of a good aniseed crop, and the condition of 
the tobacco crop is satisfactory. There is a good demand 
for wines from Egypt. 

Early in the season the prospect of an average crop of 
grapes was anticipated, but owing to the unseasonal weather 
during the first fortnight of the month an outbreak of 
Peronospora occurred in Paphos District. Aided by the 
continuation of the rains and moist conditions, the disease 
spread rapidly throughout most of the vine areas of Paphos 
and Limassol Districts. The Department of Agriculture has 
organised a spraying campaign and, with a change in the 
climatie conditions, it is hoped the damage will be much less 
than present conditions appear to indicate.—Trade Commis- 
sioner for Cyprus in London.

Imports of £43,025,914 for 1930 represent a decline of

trom 29,147 to 17,278. The value of motor spirit imported 
fell from £2,130,451 to £2,090,542, in spite of which the 
number of gallons increased from 62,441,692 to 68,309,672.

Export TRADE 


Exports in 1930 were valued at £10,638,371 less than in 
1929, mainly due to a sharp drop in prices; the all-groups 
export-prices index showed a fall of 21-4 per cent. as com- 
pared with the previous year. Of the individual group 
indices, wool showed a phenomenal fall of 46-7 per cent.; 
hides, skins, and tallow, a decrease of 18-7 per cent.; dairy 
produce, 13-0 per cent.; meat, 3-6 per cent.; and miscel- 
laneous, 8-7 per cent. 


That the decline in value was not due to a falling-off in 
the volume of exports was evidenced by considerable quan- 
tity increases in butter, lamb, mutton, sausage casings, 
dried milk, apples, sheepskins, tallow, and gold, while 
smaller increases were recorded in cheese, beef, and cattle 
hides. Wool was the only major item showing a decline in 
quantity, due, however, not to a fall in production but to 
er holding back of stocks on account of the low prices 
ruling. 


The greater part of the decrease in the value of exports 
for 1930 was in wool, the declared value of which fell from 
£15,359,206 to £7,664,362, the quantity shipped also falling 
by 107,417 bales. Other declines in both quantity and value 
were as follows:—Bacon and hams, 180,455 Ibs., £11,715; 
calf skins, 11,113, £54,855; opossum skins, 60,515, £72,601.

FRANCE 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-MAY 
(From the British Embassy.) 
Paris. 


The returns of French foreign trade for the first five 
menths of 1931 show that the value of imports amounted to 
19,287 million francs, as against 22,671 million frs. in the 
corresponding period of 1930, a decrease of 3,384 million 
frs., or about 15 per cent. The value of exports were 13,722 
million frs., as against 19,250 million frs., a decrease of 
5,528 million frs., or 29 per cent. 


Imports of foodstuffs rose by 1,550 million frs., whereas 
there was a fall of 4,166 million frs., or 30 per cent., in 
those of raw materials and of 768 million frs., or 16 per 
cent., in those of manufactured articles. Exports of food- 
stuffs fell by 834 million frs., of raw materials by 1,268 mil- 
lion frs. and of manufactured articles by 3,426 million frs., 


or 28} per cent. 


For the first five months of the year there was an un- 
favourable balance of visible exchanges amounting to 5,565

million frs., as against one of 3,421 million frs. in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. The situation in May was 
less favourable than in any month of 1931 except Junuary 
and February, the unfavourable balance amounting to 1,136 
million frs., as against 1,025 million frs. in April, 853 million 
frs. in March, 1,307 million frs. in February and 1,243 
million frs. in January. 

As regards weight, imports in the first five months of the 
year amounted to 24,527,000 tons, as against 25,720,000 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1930, a decrease of 1,193,000 
tons, and exports to 12,516,000 tons, as against 15,583,000 
tons, a decrease of 3,067,000 tons. 

Imports of foodstuffs rose by 1,340,000 tons, but there was 
a fall of 2,392,000 tons, or 11 per cent., in those of raw 
materials, and of 141,000 tons, or nearly 13 per cent., in 
those of manufactured articles. Exports of foodstuffs fell 
by 270,000 tons, of raw materials by 2,338,000 tons, and of 
manufactured articles by 458,000 tons, or 22 per cent.

Great Britain and Germany, as usual, stand far ahead of 
all other countries as regards the total turnover of foreign 
trade with Finland. During the first quarter of 1931 the 
turnover with Great Britain was 364 million F. mks., or 
23 per cent. of the total turnover, and with Germany 349 
million F. mks., or 26 per cent. The corresponding figures 
for 1930 were 30 per cent. and 33 per cent. respectively. 
Germany remains Finland’s principal supplier and the 
United Kingdom her principal customer, and it is of 
economic interest to note that imports from Germany 
generally about equal exports to Great Britain and imports 
from Great Britain equal exports to Germany. It would 
appear on a percentage basis of the total that proportional 
imports from Great Britain are gaining on imports from 
Germany, but that increasing exports to Great Britain 
maintain the unfavourable balance of trade between Fin- 
land and Great Britain in comparison with that between 
Finland and Germany. Imports from Germany for the first 
quarter of 1931 were 70 per cent. of the 1930 and 65 per 
eent. of the 1929 figures. The corresponding figures for 
imports from Great Britain were 75-3 per cent. and 53 per 
cent. respectively, and for the United States 60 per cent. 
and 40 per cent. Imports from the United States have 
decreased, as will be seen. Imports from the Soviet Union 
have slightly increased, but exports to that country in 
the first quarter of 193i were considerably smaller than in 
the first quarter of 1930, though a large balance remained 
in Finland’s favour.

Excluding gold and silver, the actual imports in May 
amounted to 585 million R. mks., as an item of 15 million 
R. mks. represents a subsequent adjustment of figures for 
the quarter. There was thus a surplus of exports over 
imports for May of about 200 million R. mks. if reparation 
deliveries are also included. 


The total imports and exports were 70 million R. mks. 
and 23 million R. mks. less than in April. 


With regard to imports, the lower figures for raw 
materials are mainly due to reduced quantities of textiles, 
28 million R. mks., including wool and animal hair 11-4 
million R. mks., and cotton 10-5 million R. mks., and 
partly accounted for by the falling prices in May. 
Imports of oil seeds decreased by 10 million R. mks., as 
compared with April, while furs imported increased by 
7 million R. mks.

SWEDEN 
INDUSTRIAL AND TRADE CONDITIONS 


No signs of improvement in economic conditions have 
made their appearance in Sweden during the last few 
months, states the ‘‘ Swedish Economic Review ” for June 
quarter. 


Industrial employment fell during the first quarter to the 
lowest level recorded since 1922. As has been the case 
earlier, it is principally the export industries that are 
suffering from the depression, but the home industries now 
seem also to be increasingly affected. 


The level of prices has steadily though slowly declined 
during the whole of the elapsed portion of the year. The 
favourable interest position has led to considerable conver- 
sions and new issues of bond loans, but hitherto it does not 
seem to have had any stimulating effect on industry. The 
Stock Exchange, which during February and the beginning 
of March showed signs of improvement, has since been weak, 
with declining quotations. 


As regards the larger export industries, special mention 
should be made of the unprecedentedly poor sales within the 
timber industry during the spring. At the end of April 
only about 225,000 standards had been sold, which is con- 
siderably less than half of what has been considered normal 
during recent years. There has been no improvement in 
prices, but rather a further downward tendency in quota- 
tions is to be noted. The sales result for paper pulp has been 
better than for timber, but for these goods also prices have 
been particularly unsatisfactory. 


During the period January-April the export of iron ore 
was only a third of the corresponding figures for 1930 and 
the export of iron also was particularly low. The telephone 
industry has not been appreciably affected by the depression, 
but the deterioration in other workshops industries was 
appreciable on the whole, especially with regard to exports. 


Foreign trade presented a considerable decline in com- 
parison with the first quarter of 1930, and, as exports are 
still most severely affected, the balance of trade shows an 
increased import surplus.

TUNISIA 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN 1930 


The British Consul-General at Tunis reports that the total 
trade of Tunisia in 1930 has been provisionally valued at 
3,348 million francs, imports amounting to 2,124 million frs. 
and exports to 1,224 million frs. As compared with 1929, 
the total trade declined by 44 million frs., imports having 
advanced by 140 million frs., but exports being lower by 
184 million frs. The adverse balance of trade thus rose from 
576 million frs. in 1929 to 900 million frs. in 1930. The 
principal increases in imports in 1930 over those of 1929 
were :— :

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
BUSINESS AND INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS 
The fortnightly cable received by the London Office of the 

Guaranty Trust Company of New York reports that retail 
trade has declined slightly, but wholesale and jobbing lines 
have improved moderately ; retailers’ stocks are considerably 
depleted and more orders are being placed. Collections 
have slightly improved. 

Sales of 49 store chains in May were 3-2 per cent. below a 
year ago, and those of three mail order houses were 12-2 per 
cent. lower. The Federal Reserve Board’s index of depart- 
ment store sales in May was 95, against 106 in the previous 
month and 97 in May, 1930. 

Cotton consumed in May was 532,719 bales, including 
linters, against 575,551 in April and 540,485 a year ago. 
Consumption of crude rubber in May was 37,817 tons, the 
highest in twelve months, and comparing with 33,321 tons 
in April. Imports were 31,720 tons, or the lowest since 
August, 1928. 

Construction contracts in 37 States in May were 33 per 
cent. below a year ago; for the first five months this year 
they were 28 per cent. less. The Guaranty Trust Company’s 
preliminary index of business activity in May was 71-4, 
against 73-8 in April and 91-4 a year ago. Their wholesale 
commodity price index for June is 47-8, against 48-3 in 
May and 67-6 a year ago. Professor Irving Fisher’s whole- 
sale commodity price index for the week ended June 20 was 
70-0, against 69-7 the week before and 70-0 a fortnight 
earlier. Employment and the total pay-rolls of 46,031 
establishments in May both declined 0-9 per cent.; the 
decreases were less than seasonal. Tourist traffic to the 
United States so far has been below the level of former 
years.

SALVADOR—ITALY 
PROLONGATION OF COMMERCIAL TREATY 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Commercial 
Treaty between Italy and Salvador of October 27, 1860, 
which was due to expire on June 30, is now to remain in 
force until April 30, 1932.

TURKEY—SWEDEN 
TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION 

The Board of Trade are informed that ratifications of 
the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between Turkey 
and Sweden which was concluded at Angora on September 
29, 1929, were exchanged at Stockholm on May 29 last. 
The Treaty enters into force thirty days after that date 
for a period of two years, after which it will remain in 
force indefinitely subject to six months’ notice of termina- 
tion by either Party. 

The Treaty provides, on the basis of reciprocity, for 
most-favoured-nation treatment of the nationals of each 
Party in the territories of the other in respect of industry 
and commerce and the acquisition, possession and disposal 
of property. National and most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment is accorded in taxation matters and national treat- 
ment is accorded in legal matters. 

Companies legally constituted in the territories of one 
of the Parties may carry on business in the territories of 
the other and, on the basis of reciprocity, will enjoy most- 
favoured-nation treatment and freedom of access to the 
Courts. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded to goods in 
regard to Customs duties and formalities and internal 
taxation, and also, subject to the usual exceptions, in 
regard to import and export prohibitions and restrictions. 
Similar treatment is accorded in matters relating to transit 
and transport of goods and to commercial travellers and 
their samples. 

National treatment is accorded in navigation matters 
except as regards coasting trade, fishing, pilotage, towage 
and port services in territorial waters or in the Sea of 
Marmora and except as regards subsidies granted to the 
national mercantile marine. 

The provisions of the Treaty are not to apply to— 


(1) Benefits accorded to neighbouring States to facilitate 
frontier traffic; 


(2) Benefits accorded as a result of a Customs Union; 


(3) Special benefits accorded by Sweden to Denmark or 
Norway unless these are extended to other States ; 

(4) Benefits accorded by Turkey in Customs matters to 
countries detached from the Ottoman Empire in 
1923.

CANADA 


MARKING OF IMPORTED IMITATION 
TOTEM POLES 


The ‘‘ Canada Gazette ” for May 30 contains an Order-in- 
Council, dated May 20, which requires imitation totem poles 
and copies or replicas thereof to be marked, stamped, 
branded or labelled in legible English or French words, in 
a conspicuous place that shall not be covered or obscured 
by any subsequent attachments or arrangements, so as to 
indicate the country of origin. Such marking, eic., shall be 
as nearly indelible and permanent as the nature of the goods 
will permit. 

The Order will take effect on August 1. 


IMPORTATION OF GASOLINE AND 
KEROSENE MARINE ENGINES 
‘‘ Appraisers’ Bulletin,’’ No. 3,718, issued on June 2, 1931, 
contains the following ruling relating to gasoline and 
kerosene marine engines :— 


Gasoline and Kerosene Marine Engines of a Class Made 
in Canada 


(a) Gasoline and kerosene marine engines up to 75 horse 
power inclusive, weighing 5} lbs. or over per h.p. 

(b) Gasoline and kerosene marine engines over 75 h.p. up 
to and including 120 h.p., weighing from 5} lbs. to 
11 lbs. inclusive per h.p. 


(c) Gasoline and kerosene marine engines over 120 h.p. 
up to and including 500 h.p., weighing 25 lbs. or 
over per h.p. 


(d) All outboard gasoline and kerosene engines. 


Gasoline and kerosene marine engines claimed to be of a 
class not made in Canada are each required to be accom- 
panied by a certified power curve chart, in duplicate, one 
copy to be retained at the Customs Port of Entry and a copy 
forwarded to Ottawa with the Departmental copy of the 
entry. In addition to showing the certified power developed 
on test, the power curve chart shall also show the weight of 
the engine, complete with reverse gear and reduction gear, 
if any. 

The h.p. and weight shown on the power curve chart shall 
be subject to careful checking with the specifications pub- 
lished by the manufacturer in his catalogues or advertise- 
ments. 


The Ibs. rating per h.p. shall be obtained by dividing the 
weight of the engine complete, including reverse gear and 
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reduction gear, if any, by the h.p. rating advertised by the 
manufacturer, and confirmed by the certified power curve 
chart. If the advertised h.p. rating is not confirmed by the 
certified power curve chart the maximum h.p. shown on the 
chart, less 10 per cent., is to be taken as the h.p. rating of 
the engine. 

When a model of a gasoline or kerosene marine engine is 
advertised by the manufacturer to be equipped with or 
without reduction gear, the weight including the reduction 
gear shall be used to arrive at the lbs. rating per h.p. 
whether or not such reduction gear is attached to the engine 
when imported. 

The result of the division of the weight by the h.p. shall 
be taken as follows:—If the result shows a decimal of less 
than 0-5, the lower whole lb. shall be taken; if the result 
shows a decimal of 0-5 or over, the higher whole lb. shall be 
taken. 


IMPORT OF CATTLE, ETC., FROM GREAT 
BRITAIN PROHIBITED 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Toronto reports by tele- 
graph that, owing to the recent outbreaks of foot and mouth 
disease in Great Britain, the Canadian Department of Agri- 
culture are no longer in a position to issue permits for the 
importation into Canada of cattle, sheep, other ruminants 
and swine from Great Britain. The prohibition of importa- 
tion is also applicable to such animals from Northern Ireland 
and the Irish Free State. 


CYPRUS 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS UNDER THE 
DISEASES OF PLANTS PREVENTION LAW 


An Order-in-Council, No. 1421, dated April 23, and pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Cyprus Gazette ’’ of May 1, provides, inter 
alia, for the prohibition of the importation into Cyprus of 
certain goods, including all fresh fruit and vegetables in 
the raw state, and all trees and plants, except those coming 
from Great Britain, Northern Ireland, Irish Free State, 
Belgium, Denmark, Holland, Norway, Sweden and any 
other countries possessing a Government Phytopathological 
Service, subject to prior permission having been obtained 
from the Director of Agriculture. 

The articles in question may be imported from the above- 
mentioned countries only if accompanied by a certificate in 
a prescribed form, signed by a duly authorised official in 
the country concerned, stating that the articles have been 
inspected and found free from plant diseases and insect 
pests, and if other regulations are complied with relating to 
labelling, packing, etc.

IRISH FREE STATE 
EXPORTATION OF EGGS 


Regulations, cited as the Agricultural Produce (Eggs) 
Regulations, 1931, made under the Agricultural Produce 
(Eggs) Acts, 1924 and 1930 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 1], 
1931, page 19), have been issued by the Irish Free State 
Minister for Agriculture, making new rules governing the 
sale and exportation of eggs in such matters as testing, 
grading, marking, packing, licences, etc. The Regulations 
came into force on May 1, 1931, and rescind the Regula- 
tions of 1925 and 1929.

TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO 
DUTIES ON LARD SUBSTITUTES AND 


VEGETABLE OILS INCREASED 


In virtue of a Resolution of the Legislative Council, 
effective as from May 29, the Customs duty under Tariff 
item 59 (b) on lard substitutes (including any article which 
the Governor may by proclhmation declare to be a lard sub- 
stitute) has been increased from 2d. to 3d. per Ib. under the 
British Preferential Tariff and from 8d. to ls. per lb. under 
the General Tariff. The duty under Tariff item 72 (a) 1 on 
cotton seed oil, corn, soya bean, rape seed, ground nut and 
coconut oil, and any other oil which the Governor may by 
notice in the ‘Royal Gazette ’’ declare to be a substitute 
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for such oil, and any oil containing more than 20 per cent. 
of any such oil, has been increased from 2s. to 3s. per gallon 
under the British Preferential Tariff and from 4s. to 6s. per 
gallon under the General Tariff. In addition, these duties 
are subject to a surtax of 10 per cent. The increased duties 
under item 72 (a) 1 apply also to palm kernel oil and 
seasame oil and oils containing more than 20 per cent. of 
these oils. 

The increased duties will not apply to any shipments 
which are shown by bill of lading to have been consigned to 
the Colony on or before May 29. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN SEEDS 
RESTRICTED 

Proclamation No. 173, published in the ‘‘ Union Govern- 
ment Gazette’’ for May 8, provides that seeds of elm, 
including all species of Ulmus,- lucerne seeds (medicago 
sativa), tea seeds (camellia thea) and tomato seeds (lycoper- 
sicum esculentum) are to be regarded as included in the 
definition of the word ‘‘ plant’’ for the purposes of the 
Agricultural Pests Act, 1911. The effect of this is that such 
seeds may be imported only through specified ports and 
with a written permit issued by the Department of 
Agriculture.

AUSTRIA 
INCREASED DUTIES ON CERTAIN GOODS 


By virtue of a Government Decree, dated June 11 and 
effective as from June 23, increased rates of Customs duty 
have been imposed on certain goods imported into Austria. 

The goods affected, together with the present and former 
rates of duty, are shown below.

CHINA 
NEW EXPORT TARIFF 


The Board of Trade are informed that, by a recent 
Mandate of the National Government, the new Chinese 
Export Tariff was officially promulgated and took effect on 
June l. 

Among the articles exempted from export duty are tea, 
silk and silk piece-goods, laces and embroideries, Chinese 
confectionery, books, maps and plans, newspapers and 
magazines, straw hats, gypsum, lacquer-ware and umbrellas. 

Further particulars will be published when a copy of the 
new Tariff is received in the Board of Trade. 
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COLOMBIA 
NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF 


The Board of Trade have received copy of the new Customs 
Tariff for Colombia which was enacted on May 14 (Law 
No. 62 of 1931). In accordance with the usual practice, in- 
creases of duty resulting from the adoption of the new Tariff 
are being applied in three monthly stages; the first one-third 
increase became effective on June 14, the second will be 
applied on July 14, and the third on August 14. 


The classification of the Tariff has undergone considerable 
revision, the number of headings having been reduced from 
1,800 to less than 800, so that a comparison between the new 
and former Tariff is difficult. Moreover, the new duties are 
inclusive, replacing not only the former Customs duty 
but also the former surcharges amounting to 17-81 per cent. 
of the basic Customs duty and the Consular tax of 3 per 
cent. ad valorem. 


Goods imported by post pay a surcharge of 15 per cent., 
and if a package contains goods subject to different rates of 
duty, the highest rate will be applied to all the contents. 
Goods imported through the Tumaco Customs house pay only 
50 per cent. of the duties prescribed in the Tariff. 


Particulars of the new rates of duty on some textiles are 
given below. Information as to the duties on other goods 
may be obtained from the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 


Duties on Various Textiles.—A general note to the Textile 
Section of the new Tariff provides that, in the case of goods 
made from two or more materials taxed at different rates, 
the duty to be applied to the whole article is to be that ap- 
plicable to the most highly-taxed component. No account is 
to be taken of the presence of a more highly-taxed material, 
however, if it does not exceed 5 per cent. of the net weig sht 
of the article.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


CONSUMPTION TAX ON MINERAL OILS 


By virtue of a Law, dated May 6, and Regulations issued 
thereunder, dated May 21, a consumption tax on mineral 
oils consumed in Czechoslovakia was imposed, at the rates 
shown below, with effect from May 6:— 


Mineral oils the specific gravity of which at 15° C. 
(12° R.) is less than 0-79—75 kr. per 100 kilogs. 
absolute net weight. 

Minerals oils the specific gravity of which at 15° C. 
(12° R.) is 0-79 or more—15 kr. per 100 kilogs. absolute 
net weight. 





This supersedes the consumption tax of 13 kr. per 100 
kilogs. absolute net weight on mineral oils having a specific 
gravity less than 0-88 which was previously in force. 


For the purposes of the present Law, the term mineral 
oils is to include hydrocarbons of the benzine series liquid 
at 15° C. (including commercial benzole) and oils distilled 
from lignite and shale tars. 


Mineral oils imported into Czechoslovakia pay the tax 
on importation together with the Customs duty. In the 
case of mineral oil of Czechoslovak origin the tax is, in 
general, payable by the person carrying on the well or 
factory at the time of delivery from the well or factory. 


Subject to certain restrictions designed to safeguard the 
Revenue, mineral oils of a specific gravity of less than 0-79 
when intended for driving stationary engines used for pro- 
ductive purposes, for driving aircraft engines or agricul- 
tural tractors (in the last case only those types exclusively 
designed for motivation by benzine) may be taxed at the 
lower rate of 15 kr. per 100 kilogs. 


In the case of mineral oil brought into a Czechoslovak 
refinery the tax may be remitted (on a scale determined by 
the nature of the refined product) when the refined product 
leaves the refinery. 


Where contracts for the supply of mineral oils had been 
entered into prior to the date of the Law the supplier is 
empowered to recover the amount of the tax by raising the 
price correspondingly to his customer.

GERMANY 


IMPORT DUTY ON CHARCOAL, ETC., 
INCREASED 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger’’ of June 23 contains a 
Ministerial Order dated June 23 and effective as from July 1, 
which increases from 1 to 2} Rm. per 100 kilogs. the Customs 
import duty on charcoal; powdered charcoal and peat char- 
coal powder, even lixiviated or otherwise treated; and 
charcoal briquettes (Tariff No. 88). 


IRAQ 
EXCISE DUTIES ON LIQUORS 


The ’Iraq Government have issued a Law, entitled the 
Liquor Law No. 3 of 1931, relating to the ‘manufacture, 
sale, storage, import and export of liquors, and to the levy 
of Excise duties on liquors manufactured in ‘Iraq. A 
further Law (No. 40 of 1931), which came into operation 
on May 10, provides that the Excise duties shall be at the 
fellowing rates :— 

(1) On spirit (except methylated spirit) obtained by dis- 
tillation in ’Iraq, a still-head duty of Rs. 20 per 
gallon of London proof strength. 

(2) On ale, beer, porter, cider and other liquors obtained 
by process of fermentation in ’Iraq, except wine 
manufactured from raisins or grapes—8 annas per 
Imperial gallon. 

(3) (a2) On wine produced in ’Iraq by fermentation of 

raisins—4 annas per kilog. of raisins so used. 
(b) On wine produced in ’Iraq by fermentation of 
grapes—2 annas per kilog. of grapes so used. 

(4) On denatured (methylated) spirit produced in ’Iraq— 
12 annas per Imperial gallon. 


Subject to such instructions as may be laid down by the 
Minister of Finance and such conditions pursuant thereto 
as may be prescribed with his approval by the Director of 
Customs and Excise, drawback of the above Excise duties 
shall be granted on export to foreign countries.

JAPAN 


ENCOURAGEMENT OF IRON INDUSTRY: 
DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF PLANT 
(REVISED LIST) 


A Law of March 31, 1926, granted various privileges to 
the Japanese iron making industry, and provided, inter alia, 
for the duty-free importation of certain tools, machinery 
and other material necessary for iron works. An Ordinance, 
No. 2 of April 6, 1931, and effective as from July 1, 1931, 
approves a revised list of articles in respect of which exemp- 
tion from import duty may be obtained; and an examina- 
tion of this list shows that duty-free import is no longer 
allowed in the case of the following :— 

Ore-crushing machines; 

Iron-ore sorting machines (separators) ; 

Blowers, other than those used for pig-iron blast- 
furnaces and having a blowing capacity of more than 
500 cubic metres per minute; 

Certain fire-resisting materials (see item 3 of revised 
list given below) ; 

Drying equipment and accessory machinery ; 

Coal washing equipment and accessory machinery ; 

Steam shovels for digging slag ballast; 

Drilling machines, punching machines ; 

Mechanically driven hammers for use in steel forging; 

Gas engines under 1,000 h.p., and accessories thereof ; 

Gas electric generators ; 

Exhaust steam turbines; 

Accessory prime movers for rolling mills (including 
drawing machines) and accessory equipment for such 
prime movers; 

Rolls ; 


Carbon electrodes for use in electric furnaces. 
The list of articles in respect of which duty-free import 
may now be obtained is as follows, viz. :— 


1. Magnetic separators and sintering machines, scrap 
pressing and briquetting machines and accessories therefor. 
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2. Pig-iron blast furnaces, hot stoves, coke ovens, mixing

11. Hydraulic pressure machines for steel forging, and 
accessories therefor. 

12. Gas engines over 1,000 h.p., and accessories therefor. 


13. Cranes and continuous conveying equipment for the 
transport of raw materials and manufactured articles. 


14. Machines for testing materials. 


15. Parts of the machines mentioned in the preceding 
paragraphs (excluding rolls); and accessories, accessory 
prime movers, and accessory equipment for such prime 
movers, imported as complete sets with such machines. 


MADEIRA 
DUTY-FREE ADMISSION OF CERTAIN TISSUES 
FOR EMBROIDERING 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ”’ (Lisbon) for June 17 contains 
a Decree (No. 19897) of the same date, the effect of which 
is to add the following to the list of goods which may be 
imported into Madeira free from all duties and imposts, 
under certain conditions, when destined to be em- 
broidered :—

H.M. Consul-General at Rabat reports that an Order of 
June 3 increases from 800 to 900 metric tons per annum the 
quantity of flour bolting 40 per cent., for use in making 
pastry or fancy bread, which may be imported into the 
French Zone of Morocco under licence. A further Decree 
of the same date increases to 600 metric tons per annum the 
quantity of semolina for use in making biscuits and 
farinaceous pastes which may be imported.

TAX ON GRAMOPHONE RECORDS AND 
CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS 


H.M. Consul at Nicaragua reports that a tax of 10 
centavos is to be levied on each gramophone or phonograph 
record and on each cinematograph film imported into 
Nicaragua, with effect from May 14.

May 29, which prohibits as from June 1 the importation into 
Sweden of wheat, rye, mixed cereals containing wheat or 
rye, flour of wheat or rye, and groats of wheat except by 
the State or by the person or corporation to which such 
right may be delegated by the Government, or by anybody 
holding a licence from the said person or corporation. 

The restriction does not apply to the storage of the cereals 
specified above in a Customs’ warehouse or in bonded stores 
for ships’ provisions, nor to their importation in the course 
of frontier trade proper, nor to their consignment for transit 
through the country.

Proposed Tariff Changes 


BELGIUM 
TAXATION PROPOSALS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of May 7 (page 613), H.M. Ambassador at 
Brussels has now forwarded the text of the Bill embodying 
the Belgian Government’s proposals for additional taxation. 
The provisions of the Bill differ somewhat from the original 
proposals notified in the above-mentioned notice, and these 
provisions (so far as they affect imported and exported 
goods) are summarised below. 





Sales and Luxury Taxes.—As already notified, it is pro- 
posed to increase the general rate of the Sales Tax from 
1 to 2 per cent. The projected increase of the rate of the 
Luxury Tax from 6 to 8 per cent. is, however, only to apply 
to goods which are liable to the tax on production or impor- 
tution, the 6 per cent. rate continuing to apply to goods 
liable to the tax on sale to the eventual consumer. 


Customs Duties.—The following increases of Customs 
duties on mineral oils are provided for, to be given retro- 
spective effect to April 29, viz. :— 

Tariff No. 193.—Products of the distillation of light 
oils obtained from coal or mineral tars, such as benzol, 
toluol or toluene, solvent naphtha, xylol, etc. (products 
distilling between 75 and 175 degs. C. and with a density of 
less than 0-95 [at present 0-90] at 15 degs. C.)—from 70 


to 100 francs per hectolitre. 


Tariff No. 195 B (2).—Petroleum, schist, etc., oils, refined 
or purified, light, with a density of less than 0-78 at 15 
degs. C. (petroleum ethers and spirit), other than those 
intended for the industrial treatment of raw materials— 
from 70 to 100 frs. per hectolitre. 


Consumption Duties on Tobacco.—Only cigarettes are to 
be affected, and the consumption duties on these are to be 
doubled, and will therefore range from 20 to 60 per cent. 
of the retail price. 


BRAZIL 
PROPOSED REVISION OF CUSTOMS TARIFF 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rio de 
Janeiro reports, by cable, that particulars have been pub- 
lished in the local press (with the authority of the Presi- 
dent of the Republic) of a project laying down the basis for 
a revision of the Brazilian Customs Tariff. 

The revised Tariff (which it is proposed should follow 
the nomenclature prepared under the auspices of the 
League of Nations) is to be completed within six months 
of the date of the Decree, and not later than the next 
Budget Law (Decree). The classification of goods will be 
altered, the Tariff simplified, and rates of duty amended. 
Wherever possible, specific rates of duty are to be sub- 
stituted for ad valorem rates. 

Pending the preparation of the new Tariff, the rates of 
the present Tariff, collected in gold, with an abatement of 
19 per cent., are to constitute the ‘‘ General’ Tariff; and 
the present rates collected in gold with an abatement of 
35 per cent. are to constitute the ‘‘ Minimum”? Tariff. 
There is also to be a ‘‘ Maximum ”’ Tariff, consisting of the 
present Tariff rates collected entirely in gold (without any 
abatement); and further provision is made for a doubling 
of “General ’’ Tariff rates by way of retaliation against 
countries imposing specially onerous conditions on Brazilian 
goods. (These provisional measures are not yet in 
operation.) ;

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1932 


PROSPECTS OF NEW TEXTILE EXHIBITION 


The Textiles Section of the British Industries Fair, to be 
held next February at White City, London, promises to be 
not only the greatest, but the most successful British Textiles 
Exhibition ever organised. It will include under one roof 
the exhibitors from the Textile and Clothing Section of the 
British Industries Fair, the Cotton Textile Exhibition and 
the Artificial Silk Exhibition, which was equally successful 
at the Royal Albert Hall this year. It will open on 
February 22 and close on Saturday, March 5. 

At a meeting held at the Drapers Chamber of Trade on 
June 23 the following resolution was passed : — 


‘‘ The Merchandise Committee of the Drapers Chamber of 
Trade of the United Kingdom, the organisation which repre- 
sents drapers, stores, furnishers, milliners, dressmakers, and 
all engaged in retail textile distribution, welcome the an- 
nouncement that in connection with the British Industries 
Fair for 1932 there will be a special British Textiles Exhi- 
bition Section embodying all classes of textiles, cotton, linen, 
wool, silk, artificial silk, lace, etc. 


‘‘In view of the outstanding success and great interest 
experienced in the Cotton Section of the British Industries 
Fair last February, it is felt that this decision will be 
generally welcomed by the trade, both manufacturers and 
distributors, and give a most unique opportunity to buyers, 
both home trade and export, to view full ranges of 
British textile products. 

‘‘The Committee of the Chamber feels confident that, in 
the best national interests, and to give the greatest possible 
assistance to British industry, the Members of the Chamber 
will support the British Industries Fair, and particularly 
the British Textile Section, to the fullest measure.”’ 


ABSORPTION OF SPACE OFFERED 


The Exhibition has met with an enthusiastic reception 
from all branches of the industry. Within a few hours of 
its announcement applications were received for space and 
by the middle of June the demand had proved so heavy that 
the 40,000 sq. ft. of stands originally offered had proved 
inadequate. 


Within a week two more halls were added, and it has since 
been found necessary to bring in two further halls. 


[In view of the demand for space from exhibitors in each 
of the three textile exhibitions last February, namely, the 
Textile Section at Olympia, the Cotton Exhibition at the 
White City, and the Exhibition of British Artificial Silk 
Goods at the Albert Hall, it has already proved necessary to 
deal with applications strictly in order of receipt—the fairest 
method in the circumstances. 

A highly satisfactory feature of the applications for stands 
has been the immediate response from many leading manu- 
facturing and wholesale firms who have decided to be 
represented. 


CoMBINED EXHIBITS 


An important development has been the proposal of cer- 
tain trade interests to combine to ensure an impressive 
display and thereby add to propaganda value. In this con- 
nection the space necessary for substantial sections have 
been asked for, among others, by the silk industry and 
furnishing fabric manufacturers. Fortunately all sites in 
exhibition halls of the White City are equally valuable, as 
there is only one main gangway and visitors must, therefore, 
pass every stand. Architectural harmony, combined with 
the maximum provision for the effective display, is the prin- 
ciple on which the design of the Exhibition will be carried 
out. The stands will be simple, will leave the fabrics for 
which they will serve as a background to create their own 
colour effects.

Arrangements are already in hand for the issue overseas 
of the special advance edition of the British Industries Fair 
catalogue, containing the entries of all the exhibitors, 
whether they are showing at Olympia or the White City. 
This catalogue is sent to buyers in all parts of the world as a 
guide to what British manufacturers have to offer. There

will, of course, be a final edition of the catalogue, to be 
issued early in February. 


In a special interview Mr. Fred Mills, President of the 
Federation of Master Spinners and Chairman of the Ex- 
hibition, said:—‘‘The British Textiles Exhibition is a 
natural development from the successful Cotton Exhibition 
held last February. In asking the Government to make the 
necessary arrangements, we drew their attention to the 
special needs of the textile industries, and urged that steps 
should be taken to maintain the high standard of decoration 
and display which characterised both the Cotton and the 
Artificial Silk Exhibitions. The Department of Overseas 
Trade, which is responsible for the British Industries Fair, 
met our suggestions most sympathetically and a special 
Textile Exhibition Committee was formed, under the Pre- 
sidency of Lord Derby, to co-operate with the Department 
in the organisation of the British Textiles Exhibition.”’ 

Forms of application for space at the Olympia Section of 
the 1932 British Industries Fair were issued on June 24 
and 25, and applications are being received daily in increas- 
ing numbers, some 35,000 square feet of space having already 
been applied for.

The forty-fifth volume of the Journal of the Institute of 
Metals is notable in that it constitutes the first of the long 
series of these volumes to be published without abstracts. 

‘ Proceedings ’’*—as the impress upon the cover of the new 
Journal suggests—constitute the sum and substance of ‘‘ No 1, 
1931,’ of this invaluable metallurgical publication. The issue 
month by month of the abstracts that were formerly incor- 
porated with the half-yearly Proceedings has had the effect of 
halving the size of the Journal. It has also accelerated the 
work of publication, for the smaller volume now appears in 
the middle of June instead of—as in former years—in August. 
This earlier publication must be of value not only to the con- 
tributors of the many important original scientific articles that 
appear in the Journal—who naturally desire their work to 
secure the earliest possible publicity in the Transactions—but 
also to those persons engaged in metallurgical and engineering 
work who are anxious to consult with a minimum of delay the 
latest scientific information of the type that is rendered avail- 
able by the Institute of Metals through its Proceedings. 

The volume under review contains a fully illustrated record 
of the striking and timely annual May lecture, which was 
delivered before the Institute of Metals on May 6 by Mr. 
William B. Woodhouse, past-president of the Institution of 
Electrical Engineers, on ‘‘ The Progress of Power Production.”’ 
All the papers read at the annual general meeting of the In- 
stitute held in London on March 11 and 12 are reproduced, 
together with the discussions that took place upon each paper 
at the meeting and the many important written contributions 
to the discussions that have been subsequently received. In 
each case the authors’ replies to the criticisms of their work 
are now included, thus adding considerably to the value and 
interest of the records contained in the Transactions. The 
papers that are dealt with in this complete and helpful manner 
number fourteen in all. They range from the consideration of 
such practical matters as rolling copper, the extrusion of 
metals, and the resistance of super-duralumin to corrosion by 
sea-water (the latter notable piece of work being by a dis- 
tinguished German metallurgist), to such semi-historical dis- 
courses as those on the microstructure of early Greek silver 
coins—this by a woman metallurgist—and the corrosion of 
early Chinese bronzes.
